Colonel Roosevelt, speaking tonight 
at the “family dinner”

The strongest things the pa- 
per pyinted was Colonel Roosevelt's 
own telegram denouncing the decision, 
declared the colonel, who advocated 
thut the progressive party fight the 
ecuse for the defendant editor and make 
z0od wny fine that might be assessed 
ugainst him.

Fire Extends to Other Concerns--- 
Total Loss Will Exceed Half 
a Million. 


Cincinnati, Ohio, December 10.-- 
Three of this city’s leading establish- 
ments, as well as more than a hun- 
dred offices, were destroyed by fire 
tonight, when the Gibson hotel, ‘the

Raspall’s conten- 
tion was supported to some extent by 
later experiments carried out by Ar- 
mand Gautier and Professor Gabriel 
Bertrand has just concluded a series 
of studies showing incontrovertibly 
that arsenic exists in a general way 
in every living organism, and fur- 
ther that the methods hitherto em- 
ployed to test the presence of arsenic 
in bodies had had the effect of intro- 
ducing arsenic into those bodies.

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CREWED TO BONE 


SAVES THE LEG OF A CONDUCTOR 


_ Bristol, Tenn., December 10.—(Spe- 
cial.) Captain J. C. Kent, a well-known 
conductor of the Virginia and South- 
western railway, who was seriously 
injured a year and a half ago when 
he fell into an engine pit and broke 
the bone in his right leg, between the | 
knee and the thigh, has reported for 


surgical operations that has ever been 
performed in this country. 

The bone was broken short off. It 
refused to heal. Bone ‘specialists of 
Several 
times they cut to the bone, sawed 
pieces off of each end and set it in 
the hope that it would knit, but each 
time they were unsuccessful. It had 
no Knitting qualities and the cutting 


two and a half inches shorter than 


Finally one expert stated that he 
could not cause the bone to grow back, 
but that he would perform an opera- 
tion that would give the conductor 
use of the leg. He cut a slit in the 
side of the leg eight inches in length 
and then cut three inches to the bone. 
He procured a steel bar, six inches in 
length, one inch in width and one- 
eighth of an inch in thickness. He 
had four screwholes drilled in the bar. 
He cut through the flesh and fitted 
the bar tightly against the bone, with 
the break midway of the steel. He 
drove ordinary %-inch wood screws 
into the bone until the plate adhered 
snugly to the bone, producing a per- 
fect splice. He sewed back the flesh. 
It healed up and Captain Kent is now 
able to walk about and will return to 
work, with his leg still broken, but 
supported by the steel plate screwed 
tightly to the bone, with the flesh 
entirely healed up over it.

CHALLENGES SOUTHERN INTEREST 


Strong in its dramatic appeal to the 
north and the south is a recent vol- 
ume by Clay W. Holmes, A. M., 2f 
Elmira, N. Y., bearing the title, “The 
Elmira Prison Camp, a History of the 
Military Prison at Elmira, N. Y., July 
6, 1864, to July 10, 1865."" Mr. Holmes 
has spent-much time and labor in his 
task, drawing freely from letters writ- 
ten him by confederate survivors wh9 
were incarcerated in the Elmira pris- 
on, aS well as from personal narra- 
tives from citizens of Elmira, records 
of the war department and other 
sources. 

The prison camp at Elmira, estab- 
lished to guard confederate prisoners 
of war, has been the subject of much 
post-bellum discussion. A large num- 
ber of Georgians and soldiers from 
other southern states were there con. 
fined, a few of them surviving to this 
day. As with all the military prisons 
of that period, charges and counter- 
charges of neglect and suffering have 
been abundant. Mr. Holmes has used 
diligent methods of research, and hig 


tial as such a narrative may be at 
this date, and entertaining for its 
human phases alone.

One of the dramatic features of tie 
history of the Elmira prison was the 
famous “tunnel escape,” devised and 
engineered by the confederates.

P. Boland, of Scranton, Pa., the man

“working for the railroads.” 

Sweeping Charges Madc. 

Repeated demands were made by 
Judge Archbald’s attorney that Mr. 
Boland be required to answer ques- 
tions directly, but notwithstanding 
cautions from President Bacon, he em- 
bodied in his replies sweeping charges 
against Judge <Archbald and frank 
admissions that he had set out to get 
hold of everything he could that would 
help in “showing up” Judge Archbald 
and that would sustain the belief Bo- 
land held, that Judge Archbald was} 
being “used” by the railroads. 

The testimony of William P. Boland, 
who followed his brother, C. G. Boland 
on the stand, centered chiefly about 
the case of the Marion Coal company, 
of which they were chief owners. Mr. 
Boland declared he believed Judge 
Archbald had used his influence to at- 
tempt to bring about a settlement of a 
case between the Marion Coal company 
and the Lackawanna railroad.

Trouble Expected. 

Since the previous shooting, last 
Sunday, of Tan Cleghorn by Cochran, 
it is asserted, the Cleghorn brothers 
have been looking for Cochran with 
loaded revolvers. It was freely pre- 
dicted that more blood would be 
spilled as a result of the alleged 
wrongs done the Marchman girl, and 
the second outbreak of the feud be- 
tween the two families Tuesday after~ 
noon was therefore not unexpected. 

Late tonight five of the Cleghorn 
boys were arrested on peace warrants, 
sworn out immediately after the shoot- 
ing. Now that they are in custody 
officials state that the remaining two 
at large will hardly attempt any re- 
tallatory measures, 

The shooting happened on the streets 
of Ashburn after the Cleghorns, four 
in number, headed by Tan and Marion, 
had trailed Cochran and Marchman for 
fully two hours. Keeping at a fairly 
safe distance, however.

As Tan Cleghorn lay on the ground 
surrounded by an excited, -curious 
crowd, he cried repeatedly: “Take 
me away from that man Cochran, 
please.” 

Lying on the ground beside Marion 
Cleghorn, who was unconscious, was 
found a revolver. In the pockets of 
both men shells loaded with buck- 
shot were found. 

Cleghorns Are Arrested. 

When the officers arrived at the 
home of the Cleghorns, seven miles 
out, they offered no resistance. Five 
of the boys were at home and came 
quietly, even eagerly, along. 

Cochran, at liberty, stated that there 
need be no fear of any open feud 
fight from the seven brothers remain- 
ing. “I never expected them to come 
so close as they did. I was looking 
for a bullet from ambush or a shot 
through the window of my house. I 
knew that I would have this to do, but 
did not think it would come so early 
in the game.”

New York, December 10.—After two 
days’ work a jury was chosen today 
to try Archie L. Wisner and John J. 
Myers, whose Fifth avenue offices 
were raided by postal inspectors in 
March, 1911; on a charge of using the 
mails to defraud investors all over the 
country in the sale of alleged worth- 
less gold, copper and oi] stocks.

Frew Was Evasive. 
Untermyer: sought in vain to 
Frew to admit that the phe- 
nomenal rise of the Bankers’ Trust 
company deposits—from $5,000,000 in 
1903 to $168,000,000 at the present 
time—was due to the influence of J. 
P. Morgan & Co. Mr. Frew did not 
know just what was meant by a “‘Mor- 
gan institution,” but he admitted that 
the three men who hold a voting 
trust that rules the Bankers’ Trust 
company were “associatea with Mr. 
Morgan.” 

Mr. Untermyer endeavored to bring 
out that the merger of the Mercan- 
tile Trust company, which was con- 
trolled by the Equitable Life Assur- 
ance company, with the Bankers’ com- 
pany, and which added matertally to 
the deposits of the latter, was brought 
about through the “Morgan  in- 
fluence.” 

Mr. Frew, although a director of the 
Sankers’ company, said he knew noth- 
ing of the negotiations which were 
conducted entirely by the trustees. 

Powers of Clearing House. 

Mr. Frew declared “he did not ad- 
mit that the clearing house commit- 
tee has autocratic powers,” and held 
that a bank could only be temporarily 
excluded from the clearing house by 
the clearing house committee and that 
that body did not have the final de- 
cision as to expulsion. 

Mr. Frew admitted. that a bank 
suspended by the clearing house could 
not clear through’ anvothe. vor 
house bank. 

“Then if a bank is suspended there 
is no way it can clear through another 
bank, is there?’ asked Mr. Untermyer. 

“No, but a bank can carry on its 
business without that privilege,” said 
Mr. Frew. 

Mr. Untermyer endeavored to show 
that a bank not a member of the 
clearing house or excluded temporari- 
ly could not do business. Mr. Frew 
admitted it would be under a heavy 
handicap, but thought it still could 
carry on a general banking business. 

Mr. Untermyer.took up the attitude 
of the New York clearing house com- 
mittee toward the banks that went 
to the wall during the 1907 panic. 

How One Bank Was Closed. 

Mr. Frew said the Mechanics and 
Traders’ bank was advanced $2,100,000 
by the clearing house committee. He 
was on the loan committe himself 
and his partner in the Coftn Exchange 
bank was on the special committee of 
five which handled the matters of the 
clearing house during the panic. A 
receiver was appointed for the Me- 
chanics and Traders’, which closed its 
doors January 530, 1908, leaving $6,- 
300,000 in collateral in tne receiver’s 
hands.

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BICYCLE RIDERS 
STILL IN A BUNCH 


They Are Far Ahead of the Record. 
All the Teams Are Going 
Strong. 


New York, December 10.—With all 
fifteen teams still intact and going 
strong, the six-day bicycle riders at 
Madison Square Garden were on even 
terms at 12 o'clock tonight after 
forty-el@ht hours’ grind. 

The midnight scvrie was 998 miles 9 
laps. The teams are stil] bunched, 
with the Suter brothers leading. The 
best previous record for this time, the 
forty-eighth hour, was %79 miles 9 
laps, made by Van HUvcuwert and 
Lapiso last year. At 12:03 o’clock 
the riders passed the 1,000-mile mark. 

At 10 o’clock the riders were 19 
miles and 2 laps ahead of the record, 
but a slow-up left them 16 miles and 
6 laps ahead of the record at 11 
o'clock. 

In the mid-evening sprints the Pye- 
Grenda, Ruit-Fogie: and Kramer-Mo.- 
ran teams all figured. A later one, 
Started by the Suter brothers of the 
Swiss team, was exceptional. It was 
kept up for ten minutes. with practi- 
cally every rider gaining the lead and 
losing it to another. It looked as 
though he bunch would be broken 
up, but the puncture of a tire on Mo- 
ran's Wheel forced: an end to the 
fight. 

At 1 o'clock, the forty-ninth hour, 
the riders had traveled 1,020 miles, on2 
lap ani were nineteen miles ahead of 
the record. 


LYNCH RE-ELECTED 
NATIONAL HEAD 


New York, December 10.—Thomas J. 
Lynch was re-elected president, and 
John <A. Heydler, secretary-treasurer, 
of the National league at the meeting 
of the league late today.
